Gilligan Pledges Tax Standstill 


COLUMBUS,Ohio (AH)— (Jov. John 
Gilligan Wednesday night promised no 
new taxes in the next two years, but 
unveiled a budget that calls for more 
than a $1.6 billion increase in state 
spending. 


Gilligan, in his state of the state 
message to a joint session of the 
legislature, shoved hard for an ethics 
bill for public officials. 


“The public confidence must, and 
shall, be restored,” (lilligan said. “We 
in government 
must dem onstrate, 
even at some personal sacrifice that 
we will no longer tolerate the moral 
and ethical m istakes of the past.” 
(lilligan, in his message, didn’t dwell 
long on the $9.7 billion budget, unveiled 
to legislators and newsmen earlier in 
the day. He spoke mainly on increases 
in state services. 


A packed House cham ber— with tin* 
gallery filled mostly with state em ­ 
ployes, their friends and 
wives 
interrupted (lilligan with applause 
some 30 times. 


The speech was telecast statewide 
over an educational television net­ 
work. (lilligan talked 41 minutes.

I will total $9,792 
million, an increase of $1,644.8 million 
over the cu rre n t $8,147.8 m illion 
budget. 
In addition to the code of ethics

“ but I believe it can be done.” 
Noting that Ohio in 170 years had 
moved from a wilderness to an in­ 
dustrial state, he said Ohioans were 
“justly proud” of what they achieved 
and confident of their ability to develop 
an even greater future. 
“I am proud to be an Ohioan,” he 
concluded. “ I am very proud to have 
the honor of serving as governor of 
Ohio.”

Florida White House and Hanoi jointly 
announced today that top-level Paris 
peace talks will be resum ed Tuesday 
“for the purpose of completing the text 
of an agreem ent.” 
Emphasizing that he was reading 
language approved by both the United 
States and 
North 
Vietnam, 
press 
secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said: 
“ Dr. Henry Kissinger will resume 
private n egotiations w ith special 
adviser Le Due Tho and M inister Xuan 
Thuy on Jan. 23,1973 for the purpose of 
completing the text of an agreem ent.” 
Ziegler indicated Kissinger would 
leave Washington Monday for Paris 
and said he could not predict how long 
the envoy might rem ain. 
Asked if this would be the final 
meeting of Kissinger and 'rho, Ziegler 
said, “the announcement will have to 
speak for itself." 
Ziegler said the United States would 
have no com m ent on the negotiations 
“until a final agreem ent is reached.” 
At another point, he sa id : 
“We are interested in ending this 
war as soon as possible and ending it 
through negotiations.” 
Asked if a cease-fire might take 
effect in Indochina prior to completion 
of the prom ised peace agreem ent, 
Ziegler said “there has been an awful 
lot of speculation along that line,” but

Haig Spreads 
News O f Viet 
Peace Plan 


SAIGON (AP) — Gen. Alexander M. 
Haig Jr. left Saigon today after two 
days of talks with President Nguyen 
Van Thieu on the new peace agree­ 
ment draft worked out last week by 
Henry Kissinger and Ie Due Tho. 


Before returning 
to Washington, 
Haig w as visiting Phnom Penh, 
Vientiane and Bangkok to brief tin* 
governments of Cambodia, Dios and 
Thailand on the present status of the 
pence negotiations. 
Thieu was reported to still have 
reservations about the protocols or 
technical instrum ents to bring the 
[>eace agreem ent into lx*ing, and some 
political m atters also appeared still 
unresolved. D espite this, T hieu’s 
foreign m inister, Tran Van Dun said 
in an interview published Wednesday 
that "peace is very near.” 


D un’s comment seemed to indicate 
that the remaining issues could I m* 
resolved quickly. 
Haig’s conferences with Thieu ap- 
|M*ared to clear the way for another 
round of meetings in Paris next week 
between Kissinger and Tho, possibly 
followed by tin* initialing of tin* peace 
agreem ent. 
From Saigon, Haig flew first to 
Phnom Penh and m et with President 
I un Nob 
In B angkok, U.S. 
A m bassador 
leonard Unger told the American 
Chamber of Commerce 
that 
U.S. 
military strength i i i Thailand will I m* 
scaled down when flu* Vietnam War 
ends, but sufficient strength will I m* 
maintained to prevent violations of the 
lienee agreem ent. There are now 49,- 
000 American troops stationed 
in 
Thailand, carrying on the air war in 
Vietnam. 
The draft agreem ent calls for a with­ 
drawal of all American forces from 
Vietnam within OO days of signing, but 
there is no prohibition against U. S. 
forces ii i Thailand or against ll. S. 
naval forces in the area.

clean elections. We’re all in favor of 
these, but he didn’t give us any 
program s.” 
House Speaker A. (I. lancione, D-99 
Bellaire, said the people “cannot help 
but be im pressed” with the governor’s 
proposals. 
He noted that Gilligan’s budget 
“calls for alm ost $1 million to com­ 
pensate the victims of crim e, and $33 
million in tin* fight against drugs, also 
big increases for education.”

( anton. said there was “nothing new 
and different” in Gilligan’s proposals. 
He said most of the items Gilligan 
mentioned were passed by the Re­ 
publican-dom inated 109th G eneral 
Assembly.

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) - Who's 
sane? Who’s insane? 
The psychiatrists and 
staffs 
of 
mental hospitals cannot be trusted to 
tell the difference, declares Prof. 
David L. R osenhan, a Stanford 
llniversity psychologist. 
Rosenhan says he and seven other 
sane investigators arranged as a test 
to be ad m itted as schizophrenic 
patients in 
12 d ifferen t 
m ental 
hospitals, yet none of the eight was 
found to Im* sane by hospital profes­ 
sionals. 
But Rosenhan says it was “quite 
com m on’’ for actu al p sy ch iatric 
patients 
to correctly 
identify 
the 
“pseudopatient” imposters. 
“ The fact th a t p atien ts often 
recognized norm ality when staff did 
not raised im p o rtan t q u estio n s,’’ 
Rosenhan observes. 
Rosenhan reports on the findings of 
the study in an article in the Jan 19 
issue of Science magazine. 
Rosenhan said he and his seven 
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Rep. Robert Netzley, R-81 Laura, 
called the new spending proposals 
“G ilhgan’s second welfare budget.” 
He said it called for “bloated welfare 
increases at 
the expense 
of 
the 
working m an.” 
Rep. Leonard O strovsky, D-17 
Mayfield Heights, said he thought 
Gilligan’s message w as “dynamic” in 
that he promised to increase state 
services and not increase taxes. 
Sen. Donald “ Buz” Lukens, R-4 
Middletown, said he was in favor of the

believes full financial disclosure such 
as Gilligan wants would drive many 
qualified people from public office.

The governor 
pointed out that the federal govern­ 
ment isn t doing anything for welfare 
except draining the states’ treasury. 
He was very articulate. I am happy to 
hear he is giving m ore money for 
mental health and the mentally re ­ 
tarded. I am a strong supporter of 
these community services. 
Lt. Gov. John Brown commented 
that, “ It was a speech directed at all 
the people, creating all things for all 
people. It was very interesting that 
occasionally, he took credit for the 
achievements of the 109th General 
Assembly. I was very disturbed about 
his government reorganization plan. I 
hope the Republica as and Democrats 
alike will not give up their legislative 
authority.”

But, he said, they did not blame the 
hospital staffs. 
“ By and large, they were well­ 
intentioned people, and in no way do 
we want to malign them ,” he said. 
“ The hospital itself imposes a 


sjm* cia I environment 
in which the 
meanings of behavior can easily Im* 
misunderstood.” 
Rosenhan said the pseudopatient 
group included a p sy c h ia trist, a 
|x*diatrician, a painter, a housewife, a 
Stanford psychology graduate student 
and three other jisychologists. 
He said they gained admission to 
hospitals in 
C alifo rn ia, O regon, 
P ennsylvania, 
New 
York 
and 
Delaware by feigning symptoms of 
schizophrenia. 
“The uniform failure to recognize 
sanity cannot 
Im* attributed to the 
quality of treatm ent facilities. While 
there was considerable variability 
between them, several are considered 
excellent,” Rosenhan rejxirted. 
“Nor can it be alleged that there 
simply w as not enough time to observe 
the j)seudoj)abents. length of hos- 
pitalization ranged from seven to 52

Heating Oil 
Quotas Stop 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Acting to 
alleviate a winter fuel shortage, the 
Nixon adm inistration has ended im­ 
port limits on heating oil and boosted 
total oil-import quotas east of the 
Rocky Mountains by m ore than half. 


George A. Lincoln, director of the 
Office of Em ergency Preparedness, 
Wednesday announced the decision to 
susjieiid controls on im ports of widely 
used No. 2 heating oil through the first 
four months of this year, but said fuel- 
oil supplies will rem ain 
tight all 
winter. 


Oil industry sources said, however, 
the move should head off any serious 
shortage through the rest of tile cold 
season. 


Lincoln also said the administration 
has increased the East ( ’oast total 


im jMirt quota for 1973 by some 915,000 
barrels a day, raising the 1972 quota of 
1,785,(HK) barrels a day by about 51 per 
cent. 


The West Coast import quota for 
crude* oil was boosted from the 1972 
level of 717,(KM) barrels per day to 
8(H),(HK) a day for 1973. 
Lincoln said the moves might en­ 
courage importers who were saving 
their allocations to release them now.

It wasn’t 
exactly like walking on the moon, but 
Toronto Water Supt. George Wise went 
intoecstacy at 12:05a.m. when the city 
filtration plant began doing its thing. 
“ We’re making a little water,” said 
Wise. "We have the connection made. I 
think I’ll sleep well tonight.” 
A four-day water emergency was 
over and Wise and the 8,000 residents 
of this (Milo River community were 
relieved. 
"We were right down to the nitty- 
gritty,” said Wise. “ There was 
somewhere between six inches ami a 
foot of water rn tin* reservoir. It was 
just about dry." 
The emergency arose Sunday af­ 
ternoon when a break occurred in tin* 
city’s main water lim* that’s 20 feet 
underground and hard for drills to 
reach. The break in tin* 12-inch lim* 
kept tin* filtration plant from pumping 
water into the reservoir ami forced the 
closings of 
schools, 
industries, 
restaurants, bars, beauty sa lo as and 
laundries. 
After fruitless attempts to get at the 
break. Wise decided Tuesday to 
permanently reroute the entire piping 
system at the plant. He thought the 
new system would be completed the 
next morning but crewmen en­ 
countered difficulties 
because 
the 
flanges didn’t conform exactly to the 
old sand cast pipes. 
During the emergency, the city 
periodically received water from 
Jefferson County and the nearby Ohio 
Edison Co. Wise said the connection 
w ith the count) was broken off around 
ll p m. Wednesday night and the tie-in 
w ith Ohio Edison was ended when the 
filtration plant began pumping. 
W'ise said the (’aul Clay Co. and city 
schools would remain closed today

Year-Round Daylight Time 


To Be Pushed In Congress 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)

Con­ 
gressional boosters of a plan to extend 
Daylight Saving Time to a year-round 
basis say their chances are better than 
ever because of increasing crime and 
the nation's fuel shortage. 
The extra hour of daylight on winter 
afternoons would hamper purse 
snatchers and muggers who prey on 
late-afternoon pedestrians and it 
would reduce the use of electric lights 
in office buildings, they say. 
Rep. Craig 
Hosmer, 
R-Calif., 
planned to introduce in the House 
today a hill to extend DST from its 
present sixrnontils-a-year status to a 
fulltime basis. DST is in operation in 
virtually’ all the states from the last 
Sunday of April to the last Sunday of 
October. 
Hosmer’s office said 31 other House 
members had agreed to sponsor the 
legislation as of Wednesday night. The 
hill that died in the last Congress had 
14 sponsors. 
One of the most important names on 
the bill is that of Rep. John Moss, D- 
Calif., chairman of the subcommittee 
that must first consider the bill. 
“ I’ve been sponsoring this bill for 
several years in the hope that sooner 
or later its time would come,” Hosmer 
said in a statement Wednesday. “ This 
year may tx* it.” 
Moss, who was cool toward similar 
legislation rn the past, said the fuel 
shortage is the primary reason he has 
decided to back the measure this year.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
railroad car .shortage which has left 
elevators 
bulging 
with 
newly- 
harvested grain appears to be on the 
verge of easing. 
An Ohio Public Utilities Commission 
official said Wednesday the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has taken 
steps to free 20,000 cars for use rn the 
East to transport grain. 
John Gordon, the commission’s 
director of transportation, said Ohio 
needs about 1,000 cars a week. 
A shortage of the jumbo hoppers, 
which carry 3,000 bushels of grain, 
apparently resulted because of grain 
shipments to the East Coast as part of 
the American-Russian grain deal. 
The demand for the cars in Ohio 
developed after cold weather enabled 
farmers to harvest corn and soybean 
crops from previously water-soaked 
fields. The fanners have overflowed 
elevators with grain in some areas 
because of the unavailability of 
railroad cars to ship the corn and 
.soybeans to markets.

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Estimate 70,000 Ohioans Are 'Silent' Gonorrhea Cases 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
- 
An 
estimated 70,000 Ohioans who don’t 
oven suspect there is anything wrong 
with them will discover some day 
they’ve lost 
the ability to 
have 
children. 
Some will be told they are dying. It 
will be their first notice that they have 
gonorrhea, and it will come too late to 
do them any good. 
But, for another 30,000 infected 
people who have early symptoms that 
can Im* recognized, there is help. 
(leorge Sides, chief of the VD unit of 
the State Health Department, says 
Ohio’s mushrooming venereal disease 
problem may be levelling off. 
“ We’ve got to do more than contain 
it,” Sides said. “ Ifs got to peak out and 
start rolling back. I would hope that it 
is, but I’m not optimistic enough to say 
it yet. There are pockets of infection 
we haven’t identified yet.” 
Sides said there were about 30,000 
reported cases of gonorrhea in Ohio in 
1971, and it appears the figure will be 


slightly lower in 1972. 
But, he estimated another 70,000 
cases didn’t get reported last year, 
“ and the bulk of those are people 
who’ll have no way of knowing they 
have the disease until they develop se­ 
vere infections.” 
Sides said once that happens, 
sterility is almost inevitable and in 
advanced cases death can be the 
result. 
Most of the people who will find out 
too late that they are infected are 
women. Sides said 80 to 90 per cent of 
infected women have no early symp­ 
toms. Of infected men, only 8 to IO per 
cent don’t know they have gonorrhea. 
Syphilis is also a problem in Ohio, 
but the number of reported cases 
dropped to about 320 last year. Syphilis 
is easier to detect. It shows up in blood 
tests, and about 2 million Ohioans get 
blood tests for one reason or another 
every year. 
Gonorrhea can only be discovered in 
women through a pelvic examination, 


which relatively few have. 
"They’re working on a blood test for 
gonorrhea,” Sides said. “ But I think it 
will la* a few years before they have 
one.” 
Federal, state and local gov­ 
ernments spent more than $2 million in 
Ohio last year on a program ti) en­ 
courage doctors, 
laboratories and 
health officials to report venereal 
disease* cases and to find persons who 
were exposed to known cases and urge 
them to seek treatment. 
The Columbus city health de­ 
partment pioneered the program 
.starting in 1969, Sides said, and the 
results achieved in the capital city 
over the past three years have been 
good. 
When the program began, Columbus 
had about four males with gonorrhea 
for every female case. Now the ratio is 
about one ti) one. 
Sides said this indicates that when a 
male seeks treatment for the disease, 
officials are doing a good job of con­ 


tacting the female who gave it to him 
and getting her treated before she can 
infect others. 
Sides said Columbus ranked fourth 
in the state in 
1971 in reported 
gonorrhea cases per I OO,CKK) population 
with a rate of 816.7, behind Cleveland 
with 1,313.4, Akron with 906.9 and 
Dayton with 840.3. 
In whatever city, gonorrhea at­ 
tacked the 20 to 24 age group most 
strongly. Statewide that age group in 
1971, last year with full statistics, had 
1,476 4 c ases per HK),OOO Next most 
prevalent age group was 15 to 19 years 
old with 855.3 cases per 100,000 
The same 20-24 group led the syphilis 
statistics, too, with 16.6 cases per 
IOO,(HK), followed by 11.3 cases per 
I OO,(KH) for the 25-29 group. 
Dayton led the state in syphilis in 
1971 with 42.2 cases per 
100,000 
population, followed by Cincinnati with 
31.6 cases, Columbus with IO and 
Cleveland with 6.7. 
Sides said the relatively high 


number of cases in Dayton and Cin­ 
cinnati 
was apparently due 
to 
problems with reporting of cases to the 
stiite, which he said are being cleared 
up. 
Another problem with gonorrhea, 
Sides said, is that many doctors are 
still treating it with a drug called 
bicillin, which used to be effective 
against the disease but isn’t any more. 
He said the federal government for 
the past dec ade has recommended use 
of a much stronger type of penicillin in 
bigger dosages. 
Sides said the state aims to examine 
600,000 women between the ages of 15 
and 44 this year in a “ massive 
screening program” to identify as 
many cases of gonorrhea as possible. 
'ITiose who do have the disease will 
l)e asked to name their recent sexual 
contacts, with health investigators will 
urge those who have been exposed to 
the known case to get themselves 
tested. 
“ All of this is carried out in strictest 


confidence,” Sides said. “ They don’t 
even know where the information 
comes from — just that they were ex­ 
posed to the disease on a certain date.”

Tougher Precautions 


Phase I of the new airline 
security rules is now in effect, 
causing so far little more than 
passenger 
inconvenience. 
Phase II will go into effect on 
Feb 5, and that could be a 
different story. 


Beginning that date airports 
will have to see to it that every 
scheduled flight has an armed 
guard at the departure gate. 
There are approximately 15,000 
flights a day. 


That is when the financial 
plight is going to be felt. The 
inconvenience of searches and 
passing 
through 
detection 
equipment—phase I of the 
security 
system—at 
many 
airports can be handed by 
existing personnel. 
Various estimates of the cost 
of the new security precautions 
run up to $170 million. Whether 
it reaches that level or not, the 
cost 
will 
be 
significant. 
However the funding is han­ 


dled -through local airports, 
grants from the government or 
by the airlines—the result 
likely will be higher plane 
fares. 
If the precautions now being 
put into effect put a permanent 
end to terrorism in the skies, 
few passengers will have cause 
to complain Past campaigns to 
put an end to hijackings with 
the 
least 
possible 
in­ 
convenience to passengers 
have failed. 


The Bombing Uproar 


White House aides report, plausibly 
enough, that president Nixon feels 
outraged by the response around the 
world to the bombing of Hanoi and 
Haiphong. As well he might. For not 
only has much of the criticism been 
patently unfair, but there is even 
something erne about it. A few points: 
For one thing, we hear again and 
again that this has been the most in­ 
tensive bombing in history, heavier 
than anything in World Warr II, that 
umpteen tons of bombs have been 
dropped and umpteen sorties flown, 
and so on. Very impressive.. But you 
will notice one stroking detail. Even 
Hanoi is claiming only the relatively 
low total of $1,800 civilian casualties. 
Now that is a lot of people to kill, but 
the contract with World War II is 
striking indeed. It is clear that the U.S. 
Air Force went to great lengths to 
minimize civilian casualties, even at 
increased risk to its own planes, and 
that the targets chosen were carefully 
delimited. 
Now on the basis of those 1,800 
casualties, Nixon is being likened —

not only by journalists but also by 
foreign politicians — to devil figures 
ranging from Adolf Hitler to Attila the 
Hun. The epithets applied to him in 
supposedly sober newspapers have 
been startlingly extreme. 
But consider the examples of some 
of Nixon’s recent and revered 
predecessors. In 1953, President 
Eisenhower, fed up with 
horsing 
around in Korea, quietly and indirectly 
ordered B-29 bombing raids of the 
North. And he quietly let it be known, 
through the usual diplomatic channels, 
that the next step might well be atomic 
bombing. Yet no one discerns in the 
genial lineaments of the beloved Ike 
the glowering visage of the Butcher of 
Berlin. 
Only recently, Harry S. Truman was 
laid to rest amid virtually universal 
paeans of praise. The combative little 
man from Independence, Mo., many 
are beginning to say, may well have 
been one of our great Presidents. Yet 
each of the two atom bombs dropped 
on the Japanese at Truman’s com­ 
mand killed many times the number of

fear of steep places. 
And if some lazy teen-age kid sassed 
you when you asked him to shovel out 
your driveway and you’re all worn out 
from doing the job yourself, you’ve 
automatically picked up two more 
attention-winning cold weather af­ 
flictions. They are pedophobia, the 
fear of children, and kopnophobia, the 
fear of fatigue. The chances are, if you 
are middle-age, that you are out of 
breath and your chest feels tight. In 
that case you also have cardiophobia, 
the fear of heart disease. 
When you go to the theater or opera 
or a dress-up ball, do you sometimes 
feel you will be smothered in a sea of 
women’s mink coats? Put yourself 
down for doraphobia, the fear of 
touching animal skins. 
Probably also you have to cut down 
your usual activities because of in­ 
clement weather, and get so restless 
you start talking to yourself.

You’ve 
got autophobia, the fear of solitude; 
monophobia, the fear of being alone; 
and phonophobia, the fear of hearing 
your own voice. 
The nice thing about all these winter 
ailments is that none of them will 
make you cough, sneeze or sniffle. 


civilians lost in the bombing of Hanoi 
and Haiphong. 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, in 
liberal eyes, has achieved virtual 
beautification. Yet Roosevelt--and, of 
course, the beloved Winston Churchill 
— ordered the massive bombing of 
German cities during World War II. to 
say nothing of the fire-bombing of 
Tokyo. The British began the war, in 
fact, with an air force specifically 
designed to inflict civilian casualties. 
The heavyweight planes of Bomber 
Command were good for little else. 


I Interestingly enough, the Nazis 
fought the Battle of Britain without 
heavy bombers.) And though the 
tonnages dropped by the allies on 
German cities were lower than the 
total in Vietnam, the casualties in­ 
flicted were astronomically higher. As 
a former Air Force officer recently 
remarked to me, "In World War II’ the 
name of the game was civilians. It was 
called attacking morale.” 
Listening to some of the comments 
about the bombing of Hanoi and 
Haiphong, you are forced to conclude 
that, in the eyes of many, North 
Vietnam enjoys some sort of special, 
protected status — that other countries 
may be bombed, and civilians die in 
other cities, but not in the cities of 
North Vietnam. This is puzzling. 
Whatever else history records about 
this war, it will not record that South 
Vietnam, invaded North Vietnam. And 
North Vietnam has not been esepcailly 
scrupulous about civilian casualties. 
The city of Quang Tri 
had a 
population of about 15,000 before the 
recent invasion. I^ast fall, the North 
Vietnamese shelled it with some 3,000 
rounds per day, 
leveling 
homes, 
hospitals and shops. Today the place is 
a moonscape. Before the invasion, An 
liOC had a population of 20,000. The 
North Vietnamese 
shelled 
it and 
rocketed it. Today hardly anyone lives 
there. Civilian casualities were very 
high; at An Ix>c they were estimated at 
7,000. And so a peculiar solicitude for 
North Vietnam would seem at the very 
least to be misplaced. 
But having said all this, and having 
said it with little fear of contradiction, 
one realizes that the extraordinary 
reaction needs to be explained. No one 
cares what Olof Palme of Sweden says, 
but other more reputable figures have 
chimed in, and this is a subject to 
which I would like to return.

Speaking Of Your Health 
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People who study Yoga and meditate 
seem to be so tranquil and at peace 
with themselves. 
Do they actually undergo some 
physical change in the body to produce 
this effect? 
Miss G. P. .Calif. 
Dear Miss P.: 
For many years, the portrait of 
tranquility of Yogis during periods of 
meditation was not fully understood, 
or even accepted. 
Today, it is possible to hook up in­ 
struments to record 
the 
blood 
pressure, the rate of the heart beat, the 
activity of the brain waves, and the 
character of the blood during periods 
of intense meditation. 
Many interesting studies have been 
performed on 
young, 
volunteer 
"meditators” to better understand the 
physiology of meditation. It is now 
definitely accepted that some body 
organs definitely undergo changes 
during these states of concentration. 
Indian Yogis have been reported to 
perform remarkable feats during 
periods of meditation. 
Research workers, equipped with 
electro-cardiographs, actually studied 
the heart waves before, during and 
after periods of meditation and found 
distinct differences. 
It is now accepted that many of the 
physiological behavior patterns of the 
brain, the heart, 
the 
lungs and 
respiration, and the circulatory 
system can be altered during the state 
of meditation. 
A great many studies are being 
carried out in an effort to evaluate all 
body systems’ benefits during such 
periods.

Recuperation from an illness or 
from surgery depends entirely on the 
individual.

When making plans for an elective 
operation patients should not take on 
the additional emotional burden of 
having to "get well’’ on a specific day. 
Th3re should be latitude to allow for 
complete recovery.

NEW YORK (A P) - American 
business is always analyzing itself — 
its past performance, its intentions, its 
customers, its trends. And if a particu­ 
lar business declines to do so, someone 
else will do it and make a profit in the 
process. 
Thus, Arthur Upper Corp., an in­ 
vestment banker, reports some figures 
that the mutual fund industry might 
shrink from publicizing: the average 
gain of 537 funds last year failed to 
match any of the popular indices. 
While the Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 14.58 per cent, the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 some 15.63 per 
cent, and the New York Stock Ex­ 
change composite average more than 
14 per cent, the average fund rose only 
9.26 per cent. 
It means that if you did as well as the 
averages with your own portfolio, you 
did at least as well as 374 of the profes­ 
sionally managed funds that were 
measured. 
The danger in using these statistics 
as a measure of your own ac­ 
complishment is that they are 
averages, and averages are always 
distorted by the extremes. 
There are good funds and poor funds. 
While the worst of them actually 
declined 34.24 per cent in 1972, the 
leader, 
Templeton 
Growth, 
ap­ 
preciated 68.45 per cent, or more than 
four times faster than the popular 
indices.

On Parochiaid 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF — Gove John 
Gilligan said Wednesday he and a 
group of parents had filed an affidavit 
with the U.S. Supreme Court to allow 
tax credits to parochial students’ 
parents pending a decision on the 
constitutionality of the plan. 
The plan, allowing a $90 tax credit 
per year per pupil to parents of 
parochial school children, was ruled 
unconstitutional last December by a 
three-judge federal court panel. The 
stite is appealing the decision to the 
Supreme Court. 


Gilligan said the legislature, in 
enacting the plan, recognized the 
“ unique problem presented to a 
special class of citizens ...who pay 
education taxes and incur extra ex­ 
penses for the education of their chil­ 
dren.” 
Assistant Atty. Gen. Tom Martin 
said that should the Supreme Court 
grant the request to allow the credits 
and then later find the state law to be 
unconstitutional, the state probably 
could bet back the credits.

Water Crisis 
Grows Worse 
In Toronto 


TORONTO, Ohio (AP) The water 
emergency in this Ohio River town of 
8,000 worsened today as crewmen ran 
into difficulties trying to bypass a 
break in the main water line. 


A representative of the Ohio 
Department of Health, here to survey 
the situation, ordered all restaurants 
and bars closed. 
Schools, industrial plants, laundries 
and beauty salons were ordered closed 
Monday and residents were urged to 
use water only for drinking and putting 
out fires. 


The city’s filtration plant has not 
been able to pump water into the 
reservoir since Sunday afternoon 
because of a break in the 12-inch line. 
Water Superintendent George Wise 
decided to bypass the break because it 
was in a difficult place to reach, but 
equipment for the operation was not 
available until Tuesday. 
He said today that crewmen had not 
been able to complete the bypass 
because the flanges they received 
were not made for (he old sand cast 
pipe and workers were having dif­ 
ficulty trying to make them fit. 


Wallace Higgins Is Speaker At CS Council 


The monthly luncheon meeting of the 
Pickaway 
Community 
Services 
Council was held Jan. 9 at St. Philips 
Parish House. 
Vice-president Harold Hewitt in­ 
troduced Wallace Higgins, teacher at 
Circleville High Sc hool, who spoke on 
the history of Circleville and Pickaway 
County. 
Higgins t**gan with the settling of the 
Pickaway Plains by the Moundbuilder 
Indians approximately 2,000 years 
ago. The first white settlers came to 
what is now Circleville in 1801 and 
purchased land within the circular 
earthworks. When Pickaway County 
was formed in 1810, it was decided to 
build a new town, Circleville, as the 
c ounty seat, with Daniel Dresbach as 
the first director. 
In 1810 there were 40 houses in the 
town occupied by German and Scotch- 
Irish Democrats from Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. The 1830’s brought the 
Ohio Canal, the ‘‘squaring of the 
Circle,” and new growth to the town. 
'Die Underground Railroad and new 
industry came in the 1850’s and 60’s, 
and Circleville cont.nued to prosper 


until 1903, the* year of the first 
Himpkin Show. 
Higgins described such colorful 
characters as Jacob Zieger, Caleb 
Atwater, and 
Aunt 
Lydia 
Smith, 
besides telling amusing anecodotes 
along with the dates and facts. He also 
mentioned the founding of such in­ 


stitutions as the (Children’s Home, 
Circleville Home and Hospital, and 
Berger Hospital. 
Higgins 
concluded, 
‘‘The 
un­ 
derstanding of the past is essential In 
dealing with the present.”

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Panama Meet japanese Prof Chooses TV O ver Students 
OKd By U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — Tho 
Security 
Council 
has 
accepted 
Panama's invitation to meet there in 
March despite a U.S. contention that 
the nation’s aim is to influence nego­ 
tiations for a new Panama Canal 
treaty. 
The 15-nation council agreed without 
a vote late Tuesday to hold the session 
March 15-21 on Latin American 
problems in general. It asked its 
committee of the whole to recommend 
detailed plaas by the end of next week. 
Ambassador Aquilino E. Boyd said 
that, while meeting in Panama City, 
the council should seek to “eliminate 
the causes” of Panamanian-U.S. 
conflict. He said Panama wanted a 
“genuinely just and equitable” treaty 
concerning the canal. 
Boyd called the Canal Zone a 
colonialist enclave and said he hoped 
the council would realize that it was a 
dangerous and explosive “hotbed of 
international tension.” The United 
States denied this. 
Boyd also complained that “the 
industrial states” for centuries had 
dominated the natural wealth of latin 
America and still were trying to 
“maintain a condition of colonial un­ 
derdevelopment” there. He said the 
council should “intensify its efforts” to 
solve latin American problems linked 
with colonialism, sovereignty over 
natural resources, disarmament and 
denuclearization. 
Some diplomats on the sidelines said 
they expect the Panama City session to 
produce attacks on the United States 
not only concerning the canal but also 
in connection with its Guantanamo 
Naval Base in Cuba, fishing boats in 
waters claimed by Ecuador and suits 
by Kennecott Copper to get com­ 
pensation from Chile for nationalized 
properties. 
U.S. Ambassador George Bush said 
that, to make a positive contribution, 
the meeting should “not be conceived 
as a means for bringing pressure on 
bilateral issues not currently before 
the council.”

Students 
are lobbying for the requirement to be 
abolished at Bowling Green.

"We stress languages in Japan 
because we know it’s the surest and 
shortest way from provinciality and 
naivete. Americans should he taught 
more languages, By learning a bit of 
the language you can 
feel 
very 
friendly. By learning more about other 
cultures students are required to look 
closer at themselves.” 
For the privilege of living in a 
dorm itory with regular students, 
Deyama teaches a beginning course in 
Japanese. Twenty students signed up 


for the non-credit course and Deyama 
nursed six of them through the entire 
quarter. 
While the hardy half dozen labored 
to understand Japanese, Deyama 
struggled with English. Just one of his 
problems are “L” and “R” sounds, 
which don’t exist in Japanese. 
Then there’s wordiness. 
“ You Americans seem to feel the 
need to explain yourselves all the time, 
like- you’re afraid of being misun­ 
derstood,” Deyama said. 
“In Japan we don’t talk so much. We 
read more into our conversations. We 
watch expressions more closely. We’re 
better mind readers.” 
Cultural gap, generation gap -*a 
double-barreled difficulty. Like the 
freshmen next door who had the walls 
quivering from their blaring record 
players.

Japanese politeness, had to ask them 
to cut the volume down. 
“In Japan it would be the same 
way,” he shrugged with a smile. “All 
young people seem to like their music 
loud.”

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Acid Leakage Fought By Farm ers 


LISBON, Ohio (AP) About ti dozen 
farm families in Columbiana County 
are worried that industrial acid 
seepage will ruin their wells, and they 
save they have been frustrated by 
state and county officials’ apparent 
inability to solve the problem. 
The seepage from an acid disposal 
pit operated by Chernline Corp. near 
here also produces foul odors, the 
families contend. 
'Hie firm contends that there is no 
serious seepage from the pit, a 50-year- 
old abandoned strip mine where steel 
mill and other industrial wastes are 
dumped after being neutralized with 
lime. 
Theoretically, enough lune is sup­ 
posed to Im* mixed with each truckload 
of acid to completely neutralize the 
waste, with the sludge sealing the pit 
against seepage. 
The 
five-year-old 
Chernline 
operation first erupted in controversy 
more than a year ago when a large 
acid spill flowed into a private lake and 


Little Beaver Creek, killing an esti­ 
mated 75,WK) fish. 
The Ohio Division of Wildlife filed a 
136,000 damage suit against the 
company in that incident last year, but 
the case is still pending. 
Chernline officials said the spill 
came from a pond in a smaller strip 
mine pit on the back of their property 
where chemicals escaped from an old 
spoil bank and not from their disposal 
operation. They said the company has 
been treating the smaller pit with lime 
to kill any pollution. 
The farmers in the area contend, 
however, that the problem continues 
and that acid still taints the waterways 
in the area. 
Mr. and Mrs. John Buckey said their 
farm pond water has become too acid 
for their cattle and their pony to drink. 
Neighbor Ralph Wilson, whose 
property ad jo las the south end of 
(.’hemline land, said the 1971 spill killed 
the fish in his private lake and turned 
the water red. Wilson also has a $50,000 


damage suit pending against the finn. 
Harold Thompson, who raises 
potatoes and cattle on land near the 
Chernline |»rof>erty, said he figures the 
acid has cost him $20,000 in lost crops 
and the cost of hauling water. 
“Kver since the spill, we haven’t 
been able to use Little Beaver Creek 
water to irrigate those? fields,” Im* said. 
“We used to pump a thousand gallons a 
minute from the creek. Now we have to 
truck water when the weather is dry.” 
“We can’t use* the water for our 
crops or for our animals,” agreed 
Daniel Sating, a Wayne Township 
trustee* who lives in the are*a. 
Another neighbor, leonard Daley, 
lives on higher ground to the west of 
the Chernline land. Although they are 
closest of any of the neighbors to the 
disposal pit, the* higher land has saved 
his family from much trouble with the 
acid water, Daley said. 
“But we suffer from the smell of the* 
acids when the wind blows our way,” 
he said. “And we have the noise and 


the dust of those* big Chernline tank 
trucks. You know, those* trucks run 
night and day, seven days a we?ek.” 
A state* Environmental Protection 
Age*ncy offic ial in Columbus said she 
was aware of the Chernline complaints 
and said the* agenc y has a thick file on 
the situation.

vestigators” have already be**n on the* 
scene* and that the agency would 
c ontinue to investigate; the complaints 
until the* problem was solved.

two feed square and about four feet 
long. 
They weigh about 70 pounds each 
and Sonneman thought they may be a 
perfect solution for the vineyard. 
The bank, which is looking for a way 
to dispose of the bales, agreed. 
“ Sonneman had his chemists test to 
see if the ink from the money could be 
damaging to the soil,” said Robert 
Duggan, vice president of the bank 
branch. 
"They found there was no danger.” 
So far, Meier’s has used 600 bales. 
The winery only pays $1 per bale for 
transportation. 
Sonneman estimated it will take 
several thousand bales to cover some 
600 
acres 
of 
erosion-plagued 
vineyards. 
"We can pound them down," he 
said, "and put a layer of topsoil over 
it.” Sonneman hopes the bales will 
solidify and act like drainage tile, 
letting the water sink in instead of 
running off. 
Duggan said when the vineyard’s 
problems are solved, new bales will 
probably be sold to a paper company 
few recycling into cardboard. 
"We’ve had a lot of people ask about 
using the bales few a novelty type 
aspect. But we want to stay away from 
that,” said Duggan. 
He estimated that the 70 pound bales 
contain from $35,000 to $350,000 worth 
of money or food stamps, depending on 
th# denominations shredded. 
The bank shredder handles about 
two tons of old money and food stamps 
a week.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
board of the Public Broad­ 
casting Service is holding an 
emergency meeting next 
week to weigh support for a 
nationwide public television 
hookup — financed without 
federal funds. 
The idea stems from last 
week’s resolution by the 
presidential^ 
appointed 
board of the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting to take 
over programming decisions 
formerly made in large part 
by PBS. 
In past years, CPB, created 
by the Public Broadcasting 
Act of 1967, mainly served to 
pass on congressional ap­ 
propriations to PBS while 
rarely rejecting its national 
program recommendations. 
The corporation now is as­ 
serting its decision-making 
power in the wake of com­ 
plaints by the White House 
and 
some 
congressmen 
concerning the objectivity 
and balance of some PBS 
public-affairs programs. 
PBS officials, who say they 
fear the corporation may be­ 
come 
increasingly 
less 
responsive to the requests of 
public television stations, 
now are moving to see if there 
are ways to exist without 
federal funds. 
PBS currently is asking 
officials at the nation’s 233 
public television stations if 
they approve of PBS plans to 
study “ alternative means of 
funding 
a 
national 
in­ 
terconnection which would be 
directly controlled by tile 
stations.”

PBS officials say this would

money from foundations, pri­ 
vate and public contributions 
and so forth. 
They say it would permit 
the broadcasting of some 
public-affairs shows and 
other programs — paid for 
without federal funds — on a 
system that isn’t financed by 
the federal tax dollars now 
provided by CPB. 
If that becomes the case, 
would PBS still need the ap­ 
proval of the parent corpor­ 
ation for the shows? Robert 
F. Shenkkan, board chairman 
of PBS, doesn’t think so. 
“ I don’t think it would be a 
concern of the corporation 
since it would not involve 
their money,” said Shenkkan, 
head of KERN-TV, a public 
television station in Austin, 
Tex. 
The full 19-member PBS 
board will see what support it 
has for its new network 
proposal when it meets Jan. 
24 in San Diego, Calif. 
Is there now anything in the 
Public Broadcasting Act that 
bars public television stations 
from .setting up a national 
hookup that doesn’t depend 
on federal funds? 
“ No,” Shenkkan said. “ As 
a matter of fact, as I read the 
legislation, it really en­ 
courages the corporation to 
assist others in setting up 
such systems.”
